Ttiree yt&n ago, when he vaa campaign- 
Ins to tUy In the Whlto House, President Tru- 
man called the BOth eongreas ft "do-nothing' 
and "worst or next to the womt" In history-

trolled by the Republicans. Now the congress 
— the 82nd— !s nominally Democratic, and the 
Republicans are smugly suggcatlng that the 
President will have to find new words with 
which to brand the lawmakers. 

Wherever the blame Ilea, the most appr o' 
prlaie title that comes 
congress Is "stopgap." 

For more than n year, this nation has been 
faced with emergencies gnLver than any since 
we hopefully wroto an ending to World war 
jl. But In the nearly seven months It has been 
In action— a word that In this case la pretty 
academle~tha fiJnd has handled nearly 7,000 
bills. It has passed less than " 

Under the whlp-lash of the Korean war. 
It passed a new selective service law which 
gave us our first promise of universal mili- 
tary trahilng. There was an Important recip- 
rocal trade itgreement and, after Russian press 
agents had stole some of the show, a bill to 



xend'gratn to India. 

But these three bills could not run the 
'nitlon-under any condition*. 

There Is Inflation, which has been mush- 
rooming upwards In America's pantry-ahell 
■rlthmetlo like an economic atom bomb ever 
iliace the Korean crisis exploded. When con- 
trols expired last month, the best congress 
MUld do was a stopgap extenilon^^The bill 
which finally went through wu a conde- 
■cendlng bow to lust about every special 
Interest but that of the price-paying public. 

T^ere are a dosen appropriation bills to 
operate the federal government for the fiscal 
7eirwbtcb'bfisidi'Jul7 1. A'stopgdJ) extension' 
put the government on a hand-to-mouth 
b&sls, another stopgap extension seems In 
|- — theofflnff. " 

Ueantlme, congress has been up to Its eyes 
—like letors making gueat radio and TV ap- 
pnrsncea for publicity's sake— In countless 
Innstlgatloni. Legislation, which should be 
th'e'stainng act. Is waiting In the wings. 

Whatever name the President coins for the 
do-llttle eand congress, however, he will have 
to consider for himself as well. A year ago be 
wasnt ready to buy the emergency powers 
congreu voted for him In the early days 
of the Korean crisis, when he turned his back 
on the idea ot-lnflatloti,- And after having 
been a number one salesman for UMT for 



leveroJ years, he tuined'hla'back'on thib legis- 
lative merchandise, too, when the rest of the 
nation was ready for It. 
Such Inconsistenci es may accou nt f or the 
"lack 6r'*leadeiaHip~In congress fight now, 

rBut attention to realities should not permit 
thB-atopffftp-attltnder-fltopfe n p -legislation" 
may well save America from foundering under 
the twin threats of Inflation and communist 
aggression In the Immediate tomorrow. But 
What y!6 sorely need is action, legislative and 
administrative, that sees to the future to- 
morrows. 

If the only future that official Washington 
con see right now Is the next election, the 
voting public will have a wonderful chance to 
■ay what It thinks about that attitude, in 
November, 1B52. ■ ■

So It may be that Secretary Chapman Is 
nothing more than n prisoner of his sub- 
ordinates.
